for he was unwilling to of tend

. . . for the Confederacy.” 
Lee had been betrayed by his 


own generous character and in­ 
nate courtesy 
The campaign re­ 
quired toughness of mind which 
he lacked lie was to grow tough­ 
er as the war went on. but his 
greatest weakness as a military 
commander was the lact that he 
was always a gentleman He was 
too kind, too considerate of other 
people’s feeling.

Nearly half the farm land sales in a 12- 
month period embracing 19 60-61 were for tha 
purpose of enlarging existing farms

years ago only a fourth of reported sale« had 
that objectiv e. 
With the steady enlargement of U S farms, 
the small parcels are becoming rarer And not 
for a long time hav e they been capable of 
sustaining families which do not hav e other 
major income sources 
As part of this process, the tenant farmer i« 
slowly disappearing in most regions of the 
country 
Owner operators bent on making 
their farms more efficient in use of machinery 
arc buying up many tenant-operated tracts. 
Right now 79 per cent of U S farm opera­ 
tors own part or all of the land they operate. 
That proportion is the highest since farm 
statistics began to he tabluatcd 81 years ago.

"Get out!" exclaimed Kahancr.

or I II go into the next room and lock the

Kahancr has now resigned as assistant U.S. 
attorney. 
The chief mistake made by the three de­ 
fendants was to boast that they had the case 
liv ed 
When Nassau County Judge Zav att 
heard this, he phoned his friend. U.S. Judge 
Rav fiel. who refused to let the three defend 
ants change their pleas to not guilty and 
threw the Itook at them. 
When I asked Judge Zav att about his call 
to Judge Rayficl, he replied 
‘The case is 
under grand jury inv estigation and I c a nt 
comment on it ” 
When Anderson talked to Judge Rayficl. he 
was cordial but uncommunicativ e. 
"It is reported that you receiv ed a phone 
call from Judge Keogh," 
\nderson asked 
"Is that true”" 
"1 cannot comment on the case while it is 
tietorc m e.” the judge replied. 
"I am not asking you to comment on the 
ease, but only on whether or not you receiv ed 
a phone call from Judge Keogh." 
"It would l>e improper for me to discuss 
the case in any way." replied Judge Raytiel. 
Repeated etlorts to contact Dr Erdman got 
only a run-around. His office stated that mes­ 
sages had been deliv ered, and that he would 
call back 
But he nev er did 
Nor did he 
answer subsequent calls. 
When U.S. Attorney Robert Morgcnthau was 
queried by this writer, lie got so scared that 
he phoned the Justice Department to say 
that "Drew Pearson was in New York work­ 
ing on the judicial story."

A 50-mcgaton warhead is need­ 
ed for military use only if the 
intercontinental ballistic missiles 
that will carry that warhead are 
somewhat inaccurate. That is. a 
.SO-mcgaton warhead is needed if 
the 8000-mile ICBMa are going 
to miss major mi.« sile sites by 
two to three miles. 
If Khrushchev , in a v ar. wants 
(o knock out "hardened” Titan. 
Atlas 
and 
Mmuteman 
missile 
sites, his intercontinental missiles 
will hav e to he accurate if they're 
small. 
So-called
